in design and the first seafront entertain- 
ments complex of its kind in the country. 
The Pavilion is owned and managed by the 
Corporation, and in it are the Information 
Bureau and offices of the Director of 
Entertainments, Publicity and Catering. It is 
a handsome building which provides a restau- 
rant, a self-service cafeteria, lounge bars, 
theatre, concert hall, ballroom, conference 
rooms and a screened sun terrace and band- 
stand. 


The whole of the West Wing 


is devoted to the splendid theatre and 
concert hall which seats 1,200 each with an 
uninterrupted view of the stage. The 
theatre is the home of the popular and 
talented Theatre South-East Repertory 
Company which present a different play 
each week. Leading figures in the musical 
and theatrical world give frequent 
performances and Sunday concerts are 

a popular attraction. During the summer 
season there are morning and afternoon 
orchestral and band concerts on the Terrace 
and a variety of other events. Dances are 
held through the year. 
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Two important 
Festivals of Music 
are presented 
annually—in 

the Spring with 
internationally 
famous Symphony 
Orchestras and an 
Autumn Light 
Music Festival 
featuring the BBC 
Concert Orchestra. 
Both Festivals are 
noted for their 
high musical 
standards, good 
food and wine and 
informality.

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Historic Synopsis 

The grant of the Charter 

to found and endow a 
church at Bexhill in AD772 
by King Offa II of Mercia, 
who had conquered the 
South Saxons, is the starting 
point of the town’s history, 
and St. Peter’s became the 
instrument of ecclesiastical 
and civic development, with 
educational, social and welfare 
services. For this reason the 
1200th anniversary in 1972 isa 
time for commemoration by 
the whole borough. 

After the Norman Conquest 
the Saxon manor of Bexhill 
was taken from the Church 
but later recovered and held 
by the See of Chichester until 
Queen Elizabeth I acquired it 
and gave the estate to the 
Sackville family. In the 19th 
century it passed by marriage 
to the De La Warr family 
whose 7th Earl began the 
development of the seaside 
resort which was spectacularly 
continued by his son and 

has continued to be assisted 
by the 9th Earl who is the 
Lord of the Manor. 

All the other Anglican 
parishes in Bexhill were 

once part of St. Peter’s 

which founded the first 

local schools and whose 
Vestry exercised civil 

powers until 75 years ago. 
The influence of the Church 
on almost every aspect of 

the town’s growth derives 
directly from Offa’s grant 
1200 years ago.

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History 
of the 
Town 


Bexhill is almost entirely a new town yet 
its history goes back to Saxon times. 
Within the boundaries of the borough and 
in the country adjacent, lies a land rich in 
relics of England’s early history. 

In 477 a band of Saxon adventurers under 
their chieftain, Aella, established themselves 
on the low-lying headland of Selsey Bill. 
They captured the fortified city of Regnum 
(Chichester) and for the next 12 years 
worked their way slowly eastwards along 
the coast. At last in 490, these Saxons 
stormed and captured the Roman-British 
fortress of Anderida, the Pevensey Castle 
of today, some three miles west of Bexhill, 
and disgraced themselves by putting to the 
sword the heroic garrison who had held 
out so long against both Jutes and Saxons. 
Three hundred years later, in 772, Offa, 
King of Mercia, granted land under a 
charter, preserved in Lambeth Palace 
Library, for the endowment of a church. 
No doubt inhabitants of the little hamlet 
set on the hill around the church marched 
with King Harold to resist the Norman 
invasion of 1066. Norman’s Bay, where 
William the Conqueror “‘kissed the sand”, 
is within the modern Borough of Bexhill; 
though the once great haven where the 
invaders disembarked is long silted up to 


form part of the rich Pevensey Level stretching from the west of the town 
up to Beachy Head. A few miles inland is Standard Hill, where the 
Conqueror’s troops are reputed to have camped before the fateful battle. 
\{ is only a few miles further to the charming town of Battle with its 
impressive ruins of the great Abbey built to commemorate the Norman 
victory which changed the history of England. 


!n common with so much of Saxon England, at the time of the Con- 
juest the old Saxon manor of Bixlea was laid waste, eventually being 
yranted in King Stephen’s reign to the See of Chichester, and Bexhill 
remains in the diocese to this day. 


|| was shortly after this was granted that the ancient parish church of 
St. Peter was enlarged, and much of this late-Norman work has been 
preserved despite the alterations and renovations of later years. St. 
Peter’s is a noble parish church of which the town is justly proud and 
\( well repays a careful visit; not least to be admired is a remarkable 
modern mural painting adding distinction to its ancient setting. 


Under the Tudor devastation of the great religious houses the Manor 
of Bexhill passed to the Crown, but in the reign of Elizabeth I, Lord 
Buckhurst was “seized of the manor” and through him it passed to the 
Dorset family and the ninth Earl De La Warr. 


Now in the ownership of Bexhill Corporation recently completed 
restoration work includes the preservation of the remains of the Manor 
tlouse, development of the ornamental gardens and rehabilitation 

of the Manor Barn (formerly the ballroom and theatre). 


Period Costume Exhibition 


The Manor Library as from Spring 1972 will house a Charter Year 
Exhibition of Period Costumes. 


Fashion and history have always gone hand in hand—the changing 
fashion reflecting to a great extent the customs and way of life of 
each particular epoch in history. 


This Exhibition of costumes is aimed to give the visitor an overall 
picture of the development of costume from the eighth century until 
the present day. 


Obviously there are no original costumes available of the early 
periods, but copies of those worn by people of early times will be 
on show, while many original costumes and accessories of the later 
periods will also be exhibited. 

The Exhibition will be of great interest to students of art, needle- 


work and design and of educational value to the young. It will 
bring back many nostalgic memories to older visitors.
